This,  of  course  ,|oes 
not  menu  that  the  other  departments  of  mis- 
stonary  Work  are  not  important  or  even  of 
very  great  importance.  but  it  doe*  mean  that 
all  forms  of  missions  at  home  appeal  so  much 
to  self-interest  of  one  sort  or  another  that 
they  are  not  the  liest  tests  of  mission  Inter-  , 
est;  whereas  in  Foreign  Missions  the  appeal 
to  self-interest  is  so  small  that  it  mav  not 
be  considered.  Thus  the  man  who  eon- 
tributes  to  Foreign  Missiorm  ro  out 

of  an  unselfish  regard  for  Christ  and  for  the 
peoples  With  whom  he  personally  does  not 
«V, me  into  eontaet.  Tested  bv  this  stan 
•lard  Northern  Baptists  fall  behind  the  other 
leading  Protestant  denominations,  and 
Southern  Baptists  fall  much  behind  them. 

It  is  pertment.  therefore,  to  inquire  why 
this  is  so.  for  unless  wo  can  discover  the 
cause  of  this  distressing  condition  it  will  he 
hard  to  remove  the  condition  itself.  And 
this  cans,,  must  not  lie  sought  in  the  finan- 
cial condition  of  the  Baptists;  for  while  in 
B'e  North  Presbyterians  and  Congrcgatinn- 
alists  may  he  wealthier  than  the  Baptists, 
this  is  not  true  of  the  Methodist*,  and  in  the 
South  if  it  is  true  of  the  Preshy  term  ns  It 
is  certainly  not  true  of  the  Methodists.

,t  »>r>'  which  shall  call  these  delinquent  pastors 
>r  and  churches  to  account,  yet  if  they  had 
trone  astray  on  the  question  of  Baptism  or 
is  * ommunion  we  shoud  soon  flml  some  way 
to  d«-al  with  them  for  that  delinquency.

i a"d  we  must,  through  our  associations  or 
t otherwise  prod  tire  such  a sentiment  amongst 
us  that  these  delinquent*  shall  In*  enmpelled 
I to  give  account  of  themsevr*. 

I Secondly  the  emphasis  which  we  have 
been  putting  in  our  preaching  on  the  dis- 
t t iiwtivc  doctrines  of  Baptists  has  iiitorfcrrcd 
, with  the  missionary  interest.  These  iloc- 
trines  sre  pre-eminently  s«‘riptural  and 
right,  they  must  lie  preached  earnestly.  Nev* 
ertheless  Wp  have  felt  conijielled  to  give 
them  in  our  preaching  a place  to  which  they 
are  not  entitled,  and  we  have  thus  become 
one-sided . Our  tests  of  church  fellowship 
are  all  based  on  our  relation  to  baptism.  Tf 
a man  is  right  on  that  subject  he  can  join 
any  of  our  churches  at  anv  time,  and  he  can 
remain  therein,  though  lie  may  avow  and 
practice  a rabid  aiiti-misaionism  and  remain  . 
in  good  atanding  and  fellowship.  Vaat 
numbers  of  onr  preachers  have  preached 
scores  of  sermon*  on  hstnism  and  scarcely 
any  sermon  at  all  on  missions.  Men  have 
lieen  known  to  occupy  prominent  place*  in 
our  mlnistrv  for  a Quarter  of  a eenliirv  and 
to  become  skilled  polemic*  on  denominational  | 
questions,  hilt  to  have  exerted  no  influence 
whatever  in  moving  their  chnrrhe*  to  take  ( 
part  in  the  salvation  of  the  worl^l. 

It  may  he  pleaded  that  the  exigency  of 
the  situation  compelled  us  thus  to  empha- 
sise our  distinctive  doctrine*  in  order  to  pie 
serve  onr  fdaoc  in  the  world;  hnt  thi*  I*  not 
true,  and  if  it  were  true  it  would  not  justify  A 
ns  in  our  position.  We  have  felt  and  art- 
pd  on  the  supposition  that  it  was  more  Im- 
portant to  make  Baptists  than  to  make 
Christians  and  hence  we  have  lost  part  of  |M 
our  interest  in  making  Christ  is  We  ^ 

must  come  to  realirp  that  our  first  duty  is 
to  make  Christiana  and  our  second  duty  fs  J" 
to  make  Baptists.  We  must  do  both,  hut 
we  must  not  put  on  the  second  the  emphasis  ,v« 
which  belongs  on  the  first,  and  we  must  in-  th 
sisf  that  the  condition  of  church  member-  )(1 
ship  is  not  simply  personal  pietv  and  corn  ef 
view*  on  baptism,  but  the  giving  of  life  in

To  do  this  we  must 
have  a revolution  amongst  us.  and  all  whose 
hearts  are  thoroughly  enlisted  in  following 
Christ  must  work  to  bring  it  ahont.

Empty  pews  constitute  a more  serious  Ke 
question  than  most  people  Imagine— its  ae- 
rioiisncss  ran  scarcely  be  exaggerated.  It  div 
cheapens  religion  in  th«  estimation  of  the  wb 
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worldly,  thus  making  it  harder  to  impress 
it*  truths  and  value.  Older  Oiristians  by 
this  example,  lead  younger  ones  iuto  the 
same  habit  deforming  their  lives  and  crip- 
pling their  usefulness.  It  leads  shallow 
trained,  but  otherwise  good  people  to  blame 
the  pastor.  They  say  he  has  preached  out 
and  a change  is  needed  so  as  to  draw  the 
people  back.  In  all  probability  he  is  not 
preaching  as  good  sermons  as  he  did  in  the 
winter  season,  but  it  is  not  because  he  is  un- 
able  to  do  so  or  unwilling,  but  simply  be- 
cause he  lacks  the  inspiration  given  by  a 
large  and  sympathetic  audience.  Ideas' are 
contagious.  Thinking  is  mimetic.  When 
an  audience  lose*  interest  it  rests  as  a bur- 
den on  the  pastor,  rhilling  his  power  and 
deadening  his  energy.

And  this  brings  us  to  the  study  of  the 
country  as  it  now  is.  That  great  changes 
are  coining  to  country  places,  is  evident. 
Some  of  these  changes  are  altogether  for 
the  worse.  But  these  changes,  while  they 
make  for  danger,  also  make  a fine  oppor- 
tunity for  casting  country  life  in  a larger 
mold. 

This  writer,  a year  ago,  was  out  in  Virgin- 
ia, and  went  ovvr  ^ome  of  the  country, 
made  familiar  to  him  40  odd  years  in  nu- 
merous scouting  expenditious.  At  that 
time,  he  knew  nearly  every  family  of  con- 
sequenee  in  two  or  three  counties . In 
one  particular  section  the  Methodists  had 
everything.  There  was  one  humble  Baptist 
family,  very  poor,  with  fourteen  children. 
It  was  a glorious  family.  Some  of  the 
fine  people  in  the  country  had  quite  an 
amount  of  fun  talking  to  this  writer  about 
his  fellow  Baptist  of  this  poor  family.  For- 
ty years  gone  by,  and  the  Methodist  meet- 
ing house  in  that  county  has  been  taken 
down  and  carried  off.  New  people  have 
come  in,  and  the  members  o'* this  poor  fam- 
ly.  sr<*  now  the  rich  people  of  the  country, 
ami  living  in  the  great  homes  of  that  coun- 
try. If  Baptists  have  any  wisdom  left  in 
them,  they  will  continue  to  «io  a great  deal 
of  business  right  along  down  at  the  bottom 
where  the  Saviour  worked.  The  \yav  to 
reach  the  top  is  by  the  way  of  the  bottom. 

One  of  the  problems  for  i»s  to  consider 
today,  is  the  re-evangelization  of  the  coun- 
try places,  and  the  re-adjustment  of  thought 
to  the  present  condition  of  affairs. 

The  country  pastor  is  to  be  a greater  man 
than  he  has  ever  In-en,  because  he  is  going 
to  have  greater  opportunities,  or  he  may 
have  them.  The  old  farmer-preacher  did 
not  do  right.  He  preferred  to  work  and 
support  himself  rather  tlmn  insist  that  the 
churches  should  do  their  duty.  Many 
times  out  of  a misdirected  spirit  of  self- 
sacrifice  he  imposed  on  himself  and  on  his 
family.  In  a good  many  places,  country 
preachers  can  run  things  without  help. 
There  should  be  general  men.  throughout  all 
the  country,  to  put  contry  church  life  on  a 
higher  plane,  and  the  farmer,  country 
preacher  in  a better  condition  to  take  care 
of  the  field.  But  how  that  is  to  be 
done,  would  require  another  article  to  even 
suggest  it. 

We  coine  back  to  insist  on  the  dignity  and 
importance  and  scriptural  ncaa  of  the  farm- 
er-preacher s position.  And,  then  to  carry 
the  insistence  further,  we  say  that  if  we  ev- 
er go  out  on  a great.  awell*ig  tide  of  pros- 
perity, as  we  might,  we  will  have  hundreds 
of  men  who  will  support  themselves  and  yet 
preach.  It  is  this  writer's  joy  to  know 
numbers  of  them  now.

From  our  earliest  recollection,  wc  have 
been  fond  of  hunting.

“And  the  Lord  said  unto  him.  What  is 
that  in  thine  hand?  And  he  said.  A rod.” 
—Ex.  4 2.  . 

For  many  years  Moses  had  led  an  humble, 
ipiiet  life  as  keeper  of  the  iloek  of  Jethr*., 
his  father-in-law.  And  as  he  led  the  flock 
to  the  backside  of  the  desert,  he  beheld  . a 
great  sight”— a bush  that  burned  with  fire 
and  was  not  consumed.

iU  Lord.  ” Is  this  not  what  we  need! 
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II.  Means.  This  will  certainly  follow 

the  consecration  of  self.  The  Macedon- 
ians “first  gave  their  own  selves,”  then 
“abounded  unto  the  riches  oi  their  liber- 
ality. “ How  often  is  the  church  found 
groveling  in  the  dust,  struggling  with  pov- 
erty, her  treasury  empty,  and  her  servants 
in  want!  Not  because  there  is  not  enough 
money  in  the  hands  of  the  people,  but  be- 
cause it  is  not  consecrated.  Too  mauy  are 
like  the  old  Scotchman,  who.  with  deep,  mel- 
low voice  and  apparent  earnestness,  would 
sing:  “Were  the  whole  realm  of  nature 

mine,  that  were  a present  far  too  small,” 
and  at  the  same  time  be  feeling  in  his  |»ock- 
et  for  the  smallest  coin.  It  was  said  that 
silver  .piarter  of  a dollar  with  a picture  of 
lilierty  on  it  once  looked  down  with  great 
contempt  upon  a copper  one  cent  piece,  and 
said,  “Oh,  you  dark-skinned,  feather- 
trimmed  barbarian,  do  you  call  yourself  i.

With  their  very  best  talent,  and  with  great 
energy,  they  will  push  these  things  to  the 
front.  Yet  when  it  comes  to  church  work, 
many  are  like  the  old  man  in  the  far  south. 
A travel*  r finding  him  seat**!  under  a In**', 
the  picture  of  chhc  and  contentment,  saluted 
him  and  asked : “IIow  are  the  times!” 
“Well."  said  the  old  man.  “times  is  pretty 
tolerable,  pretty  tolerable.  1 had  some 
tre*  s to  eut  down,  but  a cyclone  came  along 
ami  felled  them  and  saved  me  the  work.” 
“Good,”  said  the  traveller.  “Then  the 
lightniu’  struck  the  brush  piles  and  nimieii 
them  up  and  saved  me  the  trouble.” 
“Fine,”  said  th.*  traveller,  “and  what  are 
yo  doing  now!”  “O,”  said  the  strang  r.  “1 
am  just  waitin’  for  an  earthquake  to  came 
along  a u*l  shake  the  ’taters  out  of  the 
ground.”  Isn't  that  the  picture  of  many! 
Instead  of  using  our  talent  and  energy  to 
“do  with  our  might  what  our  hands  find  to 
do,”  and  we  are  waiting  for  an  earthquake 
or  something  else  to  do  the  work  for  us. 
Thus  we  are  waiting,  ever  waiting,  and  the 
work  is  never  done. 

IV.  Social  qualities.  Everyone  seeks 

to  make  friends  and  to  some  extent  sucre,  ds. 
Many  hav  s|«*eial  gifts  here— why  not  use 
them  to  draw  to  Christ  and  the  Church T 
Caul  said:  “1  uni  made  all  things  to  all 
men,  that  1 might  by  all  m-ans  save  some.” 
There  is  too  much  coldness  ami  stiffness  in 
the  church.  * We  once  knew  a church  that 
was  called  “The  brick  ice-house.  ” Dr. 
Green  tells  of  some  one. who  went  to  Mr. 
Lincoln  with  the  question:  It  a man  i» 

six  feet  tall,  how  long  ought  -iis  legs  to  be!’’ 
Mr.  Lincoln  said:  “I  d«n.  t know  ex- 

actly. but  it  seems . to  me  they  ought  to  b** 
long  enough  to  reach  to  the  ground’”  How- 
ever high  he  may  get  to  Ih*  intellectually, 
spiritually  or  socially,  let  iis  still  touch  the 
earth  and  keep  in  touch  wiih  the  great 
striigging.  suffering,  sorrowing,  |**ri*hiiig 
multitudes.  What  a striking  illustration 
we  have  of  this  in  Elisha "»  efforts  to  raise 
the  Shunamite’s  son.  “He  went  up  an*t 
lay  u poll  the  child,  and  put  ms  mouth  upon 
his  mouth,  and  his  eyes  upon  his  eyes,  and 
his  hands  upon  his  hands,  and  he  stretched 
himself  upon  the  child ; and  the  flesh  of  the 


child  wsxed  warm.  ” There  are  many  cold 
hearts  that  would  wax  warm,  and  many 
spiritually  dead  that  would  be  brought  to 
life,  if  we  were  more  willing  to  go  to  them 
with  loving  heart  and  hand.  A gentleman 
watching  a workman  as  he  was  shaping  a 
mould  on  the  wheels  in  a glass  manufactory, 
observed  that  his  fingers  were  worn  and

— At  the  meeting 
of  the  executive  committee  of  the  National 
Model  License  la-ague  today  a resolution 
was  adopted  asking  the  resignation  of  Ia*«* 
Levy  & Co.,  of  St.  Louis,  a*  members  of 
the  organization.  Ia*e  Ie*vy  & Co.,  have 
been  indicted  in  Tennessee  on  the  charge  of 
circulating  obscene  literature  in  the  form  of 
lsliels  on  Ixittle*  of  gin  sold  to  negroes. 
A prominent  officer  of  the  National  Model 
License  I/esgiie  made  the  following  state- 
ment : 

“The  National  Model  Lieen**  la-ague  was 
formed  for  the  sole  purpose  of  correcting 
abuses  in  the  liquor  trade  through  the  means 
of  promulgating  a law  that  will  take  the- 
liquor  question  out  of  polities.  The  league 
docs  not  consider  itself  in  any  way  reapou- 


aibie  for  the  misconduct  of  auy  individual, 
but  at  the  same  time  the  officers  and  mem- 
bra of  the  league  feel  that  in  justice  to  them- 
selves they  should  not  hear  the  odium  of 
affiliating  with  men  or  firms  aeeuaed  of  im- 
proper eonduct.  The  money  paid  to  the 
National  Model  License  league  by  l«*e  I/cvy 
A Co.,  has  been  refunded  by  mail.  ” 

The  entire  country  seems  to  be  in  the  ser- 
pentine coil  of  this  vicious  monster  of  ob- 
scene literature.  There  waa  on  exhibition 
yesterday  in  Vicksburg,  the  most  disgusting 
of  all  these  hideous  publications.  It*  is 
a rani  printed  in  flaming  colors,  issued  by 
Wright  A Taylor  of  Ijouisvdle,  K.v..  adver- 
tising their  “Fine  Oldr  Kentucky  Taylor 
Whisky.”  No  other  author  than  whisky 
could  have  produced  such  a brutal,  re- 
pulsive hormr.  Only  degrrdat  ion  and  im- 
morality could  have  conceived  the  vile  anil 
suggestive  filth  it  portrays. 

Doubtless  this  firm  is  one  of  the  leading 
members  of  the  National  Model  License 
1 vague,  as  it  is  known  to  be  one  of  the 
“leadtug”  distilleries  uf  Ijouisville ; and  one 
of  its  member*  was  last  year  president  of 
the  National  Wholesale  Liquor  IWIers’  As- 
sociation.
